Some of the enterprising capitalists of 


the South are doing a good work in es- 
tablishing cotton mills iu that part of the 
country. In Vicksburg two or three will 
be put in operation before many months. 
All the factories in the South are doing 
well, and there is no reason why they 
should not do well.

Ou Thurs- 
day, also, Ireland may expect to hear 
what England proposes to do with her 
I am sorry to say that Ohief-Secretarv 
Forster's views oftlio duty of the gov- 
ernment in the existing crisis meet no 
more favor in England than the views of 
more moderate statesmen, but I doubt

Working a Steamship in a,St.»rtu. 


The hatches in such storms as are now 


sweeping the Atlantic are covered with 
tarpaulins fastened down to the deck. 
All the gangways are closed. Tin; pas- 
sengers are required to remain below, 
and, tdtlio' tliey sometimes tliinU they 
are badly used, are really the most com- 
fortable persona on board. 
The officers 


must stand their regular watches; the 
force at the steoriny wheel must be 
doubled, and the lookouts must be sta- 
tioned and required to keep a careful 
watch. Tho captain is on the bridge 
night and day, with the officer of tho 
deck. The chief engineer, Like the cap- 
tain, never leaves his post. Their meals 
are taken to them—to-the captain in the 
chart room and to the chief engineer in 
the engine room. Below, the firemen 
are working at their iires with great dili- 
culty, being almost unable to retain their 
foothold because ot the tossing ol.' the 
vessel. The hot coals roll under their 
f'3et every time the furnace door is opened, 
and the hot names burn their faces and 
bodies. The coal-passer has great dflii- 
onlty m bringing coals from the bunkers 
to tne tires, t'cr the buckets t'reiiueiitly 
break from his hold and roll into the asii 
pin. The fire room engineer passes from 
valve to valve, ami from water-cock- to 
water-cock, assuring himself 
that the 


boilers are taking the feel water and 
keeping iip the supply. Ho tests the 
saturation of the water in the boiler at 
intervals, and does not allow the percent- 
age of salt to exceed 2-32 (t\vo ounces of, 
salt to thirty-two ouucisof water) as 
after that percentage is exceeded a coat- 
ing forms on the shell of the 
be Her. 


The motion of the vessel stirs up all for- 
eign matter in the boiler, and it is abt to 
causa the water to foam; then the actual 
height of water iu the boiler is uncertain 
and the engineer must be extremely 
watchful.

O. and M. Road. People here haven't 
lime to call over such & string of vowels 
as " Ohio and Mississippi." Life hero 
is too short to make a speech when one 
wishes to signify a mere name. So, on 
tlte stations the paint "O. and M." in 
big1 letters, and language is abbreviated 
and men's hearts are rejoiced. The p. 
and M. runs free parlor cars to Louis- 
ville and St. Louis, and Captain Pea- 
body, Superintendent of the Road, is a 
sample Cincinnatian who can make 
things lively socially, while keeping 
things correct financially, 
In St. Louis you commence feeling 


the real Great West. You are on the 
buffalo and " Injun " side of the Missis- 
sippi. Freight cars for San Francisco 
are plentiful and 
people commence 
taliing " bits " instead of dimes. There 
is room here to spread, and they do 
spread. Grass plats reserved for the 
children to play on in the public squares, 
and at eve the offspring of the "lower 
middle class" may by the hundred bo 
seen rolling, tumbling and imbibing 
through the naked little pores of their 
naked and dusty little black and white 
feet t-he fresh earth magnetism of tho 
green.

—The Court Leetis one of those prac- 


tically obsolete English 
institutions 


which for strange reasons are given a 
certain life and serve to mystify the 
student of British politics. At Penryn, 
recently, the Court Leet was held with 
all formality, including the appoint- 
ments to 
the offices of weighers of 


'bread, weighers and stampers of leather, 
coal meters, constables aud registers of 
lairs. As the laws under which these 
pfficee were created passed out of ex- 
istence or into disuse generations ago, 
the appointment of persons to fill them 
is a mere farce. 
The Court Leet itself 


is a survival from a state of municipal 
existence that has passed away, dating 
from a period when the municipality by 
its ancient charter owed " suit and 
service" to the Bishop of Exeter. 
The 
Court, its High Steward, the offices it 
fills and tho regulation it makes for the 
coming year, are all anachronism 
and absurdities that would be swept 
awajf.tiht fpr one circumstance. A cat- 
tle:and pleasure fair is held in the town 
six times in the year. 
The ancient 


charter establishing the fair authorized 
the registrar of fairs appointed by tne 
annual Court Leet to collect certain 
dues for the benefit of the municipal 
treasury. Those dues are of some im- 
portance, and as they can only be legally 
collected by the registrar, who can be 
appointed in no other way than at the 
Court Leet, and as that Court when it 
assembles is by the terms of tho char- 
ter compelled to go through certain 
formalities and appoint certain officers, 
the entire mediruval mummery must bo 
gone through with in order to collect 
tolls upon the cattle, sheep, pigs, candy 
stands, and side-shows making up the 
bi-monthly fairs. 
It Is a good illustra- 


tion of the fossilized condition of a great 
part ol the institutions of England. 


Antique Indian Pottery. 


Says the Washington correspondent 


of;tho New York Graphic: 


Mr. .Tames Stevenson, of the United 


States Geological Survey Corps, while 
among the Pueblo Indians in Arizona 
last summer, made for the Government 
a collection of Indian pottery, the most 
extensive that has yet been made at any 
one time. 
The collection is for the 


present stored in Armory Building, a 
part of the Smithsonian Institution. 
A 


very few specimens have been placed in 
the Smithsonian Museum, but the bulk 
of the collection will not be open to gen- 
eral inspection until it can be fully cata- 
logued and a place provided for it. Mr. 
Stevenson 
collected these specimens 


with considerable care and labor, se- 
lecting only tho best and such as are 
most characteristic of the Pueblos. 
Mainly they are the work oJ Zunis and 
Moquis, who, of all the Indian tribes, 
have attained the highest perfection in 
the art of pottery. 
The collection in- 


cludes upwards of 2,500 specimens. 
Some few of these are antique, but by 
far the greater number are such as the 
Pueblos aro manufacturing at this day 
and have in constant use -as household 
utensils. Many of them are fresh from 
the hands of the potter and have not 
been used at alj. 
The most striking feature of the spec- 


imens in this collection is the decora- 
tions. The forms of the vessels are not 
widely different from the forms in the 
pottery of other Indian tribes,- except 
that tho Pueblo forms are invariably 
much more symmetrical. 
The necks 


are short, the middle part very bulging 
and the bottoms llat. In only one speci- 
men the neck is long. 
This"is a water- 


jar shaped very much like a Roman 
vase. The neck of this is three times as- 
long as the neck of any other of tho 
specimens. The bottom part, too, has 
a very different shape. 
The decora- 


tions are unlike the other decorations; 
they are very similar to those on our 
Eastlake wall paper. The jar appears 
to have been made after the same model 
which the maker probably saw among 
the Mexicans. All the other vessels are 
made in the usual ludian form. 


A good part of them are cast in tho 


shapes of variou: animals, birds, and 
even men. Some of the plainer ones 
are. almost identical in form with much 
of the pottery of the Indians of South 
America. The decorations, though, are 
peculiar to those Indian tribes who have 
been brought into contact with the 
Sparfish races. 
Much has evidently 


been learned from tho Spaniards and 
Mexicans. Some of the duconitions are 
somewhat like those upon modern Eu- 
ropean pottery ; others are as primitive 
as the iiguros upon the ancient Kgyptian 
temples. 
Vv'u luive here a union of two 


artistic period.*—the most ancient and 
tho most modern. 
We have also a 


union of two very ancient periods. Tho 
Greek bath, for instanci*, appears upon 
some of tho s|M'cim<'ns. Whether this 
is an invention of Hie I'tit.-blos as well as 
of tlit! (!recks, or whether it w;is taught 
to the 1'ueblos by ihe Spaniards, is a 
disputed question. 
Most probably the 


latter .supposition is ihe correct one. 
It 


is an interesting Uuuirrht. 
We see the 


ancient (ireek art united with the ancient 
American. 
\V« can easily trace the 


course by which the llreek art came 
among the wild tribes of Arizona—• 
carried by the Spaniards from its home 
in Greece in their own country, thence 
across the ocean into the new Spain and 
there taught to tho aborigines, who 
readily adopted it to misplace a part of 
their own crude art without knowins 
whence it came or aujht of the great 
people among whom it'wa.s born. An- 
other instance of the power of the old 
Greek art! 


Kaeh tribe of tho Pueblo-i appears to 


have some characteristic jignre or deco- 
ration for nearly every piece of its pot- 
tery. Some of these decorations recur 
so frequently that one is apt to suspect 
that they must have «-ome significance. 
The Moquis place around the top of the 
inside of their vessels a figure some- 
thing like a double figure 2 repeated, 
without a break in the line, a sufficient 
number of times to extend around thg 
vessel. The Zunis make frequent use 
of the figure of some animal. 
Their 


favorite figures are the deer, the pig, 
the mule and the elk. The deer occurs 
most frequently. Figures of birds, too, 
are of 
frequent occurrence in their 


work. Some of them are drawn with 
considerable skill and accuracy. Others 
are as stiff and as awkward as the 
schoolboy's 
picture 
of 
a 
horse. 


The feathers of the birds are in most 
instances cleverly done. 
A figure of 


two fightings cocks, for instance, would 
do no discredit to less rude artists. The 
serpent, so common in all the artistic 
attempts of most Indian tribes, is not a 
favorite figure with the Pueblos. 
I no- 


ticed only one specimen in tho whole 
collection on which it appears. 
The 


figures of tho animals are usually sur- 
rounded by nondescript decorations, 
which arc neither llowers, vines, leaves, 
nor any natural objects, but which are 
nevertheless, many of them, very grace- 
ful. 
The Zunis are tho only tribe of 


tho Pueblos who habitually deoorato 
with the figures of animals. 
This tribe 


is apparently the most expert in the 
manufacture of pottery. 
Their speci- 


mens are more shapely and the decora- 
tions, as a usual tiling, better drawn. 


Mr. Stevenson's collection is com- 


posed of nearly every form into which 
the Pueblos cast their pottery. 
Tho 


pieces are of all sixes, ranging from the 
massive jar, made for holding provi- 
sions, which measures twenty-eight 
inches across the mouth, down to the 
smallest drinking vessel, smaller than 
our ordinary china teacups. 
Many of 


the forms, as I have said before, are 
grotesque. 
The most common form of 


a drinking vessel is something very like 
our old-fashioned iron teakettle. Ves- 
sels for carrying water on journeys arc 
jug-shaped, and usually arc not much 
decorated. The eating bowls are round, 
with carved bottoms, similar to a 
Chinese rice bowl. 
The rain-cups 


(small dishes about the size and shape 
of largo coffee saucers, used for carry- 
ing in the hand in the dance for rain) 
are decorated with figures of frogs, tad- 
poles and lizards. A few of the speci- 
mens appear to have been made simply 
for ornament. 


In most Indian potte.ry the decoration 


is done by indenture with a stick before 
ihe clay'is baked at all. Tho Pueblos 
!>ake their vessels before attempting any 
decoration. 
This saves them a vast 


deal of unnecossarv work, for very fre- 
quently the vessels are . broken while 
baking. 
After his vessel has passed 


safely through tho baking process, the 
Pueblo covers it with a thin wash of 
white clay, and in this he traces his 
decorations, then commits the vessel to 
the fire again until the white clay hard- 
ens. Sometimes he covers the-vessel 
with a yellow clay mixed with an un«- 
tuous substance, which gives it a gild- 
ed appearance. Other vessels are jet 
black. Those have probably been cov- 
ered with either plumbago or some sub- 
stance containing manganese. 
Com- 


monly tho specimens in Mr. Stevenson's 
collection are of a clear gray or brown 
color. They arc thin for Indian pottery 
and light in nearly every respect. They 
are infinitely superior to almost all other 
Indian pottery. They are interesting as 
the highest artistic attainment of one 
primitive American raco.

\Vhat a Prisoner Made. 


SOLITUDE seoms to be the mother of 


ingenuity and invention—as thu proverb 
says necessity is. 
Most penitentiaries 


employ their prisoners in steady work; 
and wisely, too, for few confined men 
would make so good use of lonely cell 
life as the convict here mentioned did 
of his scant play-time. 


There is at present confined in the 


Maine State Prison, at Thomaston, a 
young French Canadian, who is incar- 
cerated for the murder of a woman. 
Juring hU leisure hours, with nothing 
but a pocket and shoe knife, a file and 
vhetstone, this prisoner has manufac- 
ured a clock which keeps accurate 
ime, and which is a great mechanical 
curiosity. It has a rooster on top who 
laps his wings on the hour being 
reached. There are also figures show- 
ng the day of the week and mouth. Un- 
derneath is a glass case, three feet high, 
and two feet wide, containing two hun- 
dred and forty-five figures of men, birds, 
animals, etc. 
These objects go through 


various performances, as small springs 
are touched, and a music-box plays 
<unes ut the same time. 
A mouse is 


made to run out from its hiding place, 
and is quickly caught by a cat. A beg- 
jar approaches a man for money, is im- 
>udent, and after a tussle is knocked 
lown. A snake glides stealthily over 
•he floor, and at the door a sentinel 
stands with a small tin-cup in his hand, 
who takes off his hat and politely bows 
when coin is dropped into his cup. 
Among the objects are full companies of 
nfantry and cavalry, which come out 
md go through the manual of arms very 
finely. 
The clock is exhibited by the 


prisoner while in his cell, and many are 
.he odd dimes he receives from visitors. 


The Portland Transcript, after relat- 


ng the above, says, at the present time, 
another convict in the same institution 
s making a very handsome doll-house, 
with four rooms, the furniture all being 
n miniature style. 
One set is trimmed 


with red satin, and another with blue.

NOT long ago a cattle dealer named 


Grunbaum living at Zsolna, in Austria, 
disappeared. As he was known to be in 
fair circumstances and good health, it 
was naturally apprehended that ho had 
fallen a victim to foul play, and a dili- 
gent search was instituted. 
The result 


was that in a wood not far from the 
town a mutilated corpse was found, in 
the pockets of the clothes of which were 
letters addressed to Grunbaum, and 
which was at once recognized by Grun- 
baum's wife as the body other husband. 
Not very long before his disappearance 
Grunbaum had insured his life for $5,000 
in one office and for $2,500 in another; 
and after the funeral these sums were 
claimed by- his widow, to whom every 
thing was left by the will of the deceased 
Before the policies were paid, however, 
the suspicions olt one of the oflices were 
excited by some chance; inquiries were 
made, and finally it was discovered tha 
Grunbaum was still alive. He was a 
once arrested; and it has been now 
established that he himself murdered a 
stranger he met in the wood where the 
body was found; dressed the corpse it 
his clothes, putting on himself those o: 
the dead man, and placed his letters it 
the pockets of his victim. His wife wai 
to draw the policies payable on thi 
death of her husband, and the two thei 
intended to emigrate under anothe 
name to America. 


Extonnimitiug Lice. 


TIIEKE is nothinp; more dotrimeiital to 


the comfort find health of fowls than tho 
presence of body parasites. 
They not 


! only trouble the hours of natural rest, 
! but keep up a continued aggravation 
; (after arriving to a certain" extent in 


I numbers) that renders the lives of the 


birds thus afflicted not only miserable 
but painful to endure. 
I am not saying 


too much in repeating that they are the 
root of all disease in the fowl kino-dom, 
and yet si careless observer woufd not 
notice this. 
If a fowl be Etilino-, the 


trouble is pronounced at once to. be 
some notable disease. 
Strono-, hi 


birds will in a measure, where" not c... 
hned, keep the nstjendency over this 
enemy, which slumbers not, nor sleeps. 
As thu warm weather approaches, the 
increase (and the numbers grow rap- 
idly) leave the bodies, and seek so ma 
covert about tlie roosting places, whore 
they hide during the day, and come 
forth at night to render the fowls rest- 
less with torment. Now thw must tit- 
led the whole nervous system when 
continued for any length of time, and 
more or less affect the condition of the 
coming generations. It is these weaklv 
constitutions that invite disease. A mix"- 
ture of breeds, or an interchange of 
blood ot the same breed, benefits tho 
health of broods, and gives more stam- 
ina to withstand the approach of these 
tons. 


Sheep, cattle and swine are subject to 


like pests, and I doubt if the day ever 
arrives when they go out of existence 
entirely. Still they can and must be 
subdued for the benefit and profit of the 
Hocks and fowls. 
To cleanse the fowls 


we must begin with the settino- hen. 
After once thoroughly settled dowii to 
business, give her an entirely new nest, 
and if in a situation known to be infest- 
ed with lice, remove it to a clean place, 
and give a new barrel or box, or what- 
ever contains the nest. 
After beino- 


given good eggs to siton, thefowlshoul'd 
be examined two or three times a week, 
and if lice are found she should be thor- 
oughly dusted with Persian insect pow- 
der, and a mixture -of wood ashes and 
road dust be placed where she may wal- 
low in it, if manifesting any disposition 
to do so. 
Setting hens, if lousy, will 


generally seek some place to dust them- 
selves. By wallowing or rolling in the 
dirt the fowls keep the enemy down. 
Some years ago 1. had occasion to bor- 
row some Light Unihma hens for setters. 
Among them was one hen that would 
leave her nest two or three times each 
day, eat a little, drink, and return to tho 
nest again. Perhaps this might not 
:iavo been observed, but the fowls beino- 
111 a strange place, and away from their 
chosen nests, it was deemed expedient 
-o keep an eye on their movements. 
The hen was pronounced not to be lousy, 
aj she did not net like one thus alllicted 
-did 
not wallow or pick herself, 


'inally it was decided to give her 
an examination. Above the vent, in 
ho hollow just below the tail bone, were 
'ound myriads of largo body lice—fully 
two thimblefuls, heaped and piled one 
ipon another! The search was carried 
w farther; tho sight was disoristing. 
Tho hen was discarded from the nest 
and from the roosting-places. 
In the 


course of a day or two tho fowl com- 
menced to wallow in tho heap of dry 
sand aud earth kept for that purpose, 
and in a week's time had comparatively 
•id herself of many of her tormentors. I 
night add that the neighbor from whom 
. borrowed the heu never cleaned his 
ion-house, or 'ather roosting-place. It 
was deemed superfluous labor. 
His 


lens were always wanting to sit, even 
n the dead of winter, anufurnished few 
eggs. The.y appeared heavy, sluggish 
"•id dormant. 


Since then, when I hear of fowls man- 


fcsting an unusual desire to sit, I rec- 
ommend a treatment for body lice, and 
- euro is generally effected. These pests 
.force-the fowls out of natural habits. 
They destroy rest, quiet and sleep, aud 
not only breed disease, but degenerate 
and weaken the species. Exterminate 
;he lice, no -matter by what means, so 
ong as it be effectual, so that the fowls 
may have repose. Cleanse the buildings 
and roosting-places thoroughly, aud 
Tive them a coat of fresh lime in the 
ipring, before the roost lice get seated. 
Kemove all the 
filth and droppings 


therefrom ami sprinkle their habitations 
with 
air-slaked 
lime.—Cor. Country
